DOVLESTOWH. 


September criminal court adjourned on 


Thursday afternoon. 
In view of the ad- 


dress by the court, the Grand Jury, in fil- 
ing its report, referred to the remarks 
made by the court in relation to matteis 
political but very briefly, hoping that all 
good citizens would endeavor to prevent 
the illegal use of money for campaign 
purposes. 
The Grand Jury also made 


some suggestions in the matter of repair- 
ing the jail yard wall, and reported that 
the other county property was in good con- 
dition. 
There were 33 defendants tried 


during the term. A surprising feature of 
the term was the large number of boys in 
the dock. The minors numbered fifteen, 
or about half of the entire list of defend- 
ants. Whether they were victims of the 
deadly dime novel, bad environment or 
lax discipline at home, could not be deter- 
mined. The following is a condensed 
record of the cases tried in addition to 
the two that were published in the Ga- 
zette of last week. 


William Stanley and Henry Washington, 


colored boys, were sent to the county jail 
for 30 days for stealing merchandise from 
the store of Mrs. Gantz, in Moirisville. 


Arthur Biggins, colored, was sent to 


the county jail for four months for steal- 
ing corn from William E. Davis, of Ben- 
ealem, his emplayer. 


James Tilliman, colored, pleaded guilty 


to having cut Elmer Harding, of Lang- 
horne,witri a razor,and went to the county 
jail for three months. 


Prank Shields and Lee Furman were 


convicted of furnishing liquor to a Mor- 
risville boy, and went to the county jail for 
six months. 


Sentence was suspended in the case of 


Willis Taylor, a prominent young resident 
of New Hope, charged with forgery, Tay- 
lor pleaded guilty. 


Frank Sabo and Sabo Nicholas, Hunga- 


rians residing at Morrisville, were tried tor 
brutal assault upon a countryman. 
Sabo 


was acquitted and Nicholas was convicted. 
The latter got 30 days. 


George Daniels, of Altantic City, who 


robbed Joel Mason Jr., of Morrisville, his 
employer and benefactor, was sent to the 
Huntington Reformatory. The boy had 
stolen $10. 


Another young chap sent to the reform- 


atory was Harvey Rickert, of Hilltown, 
whose parents are estimable citizens, but 
who so far forgot his home training that 
he developed into a local crook, forging 
his father's name to a note and commit- 
ing several robberies in the neighborhood. 


Two youngsters so small that they could 


hardly be seen in the dock, one white and 
the other colored, were acquitted of the 
grove charge of horse stealing and were 
aent to their home in New Jersey. They 
had appropriated a horse belonging to 
John Graefly. of Buckingham, to aid them 
on their journey home, having tired of 
wordly adventures which they sought be- 
yond the confines of their native state. 


Frederick Kuhn, of Pittsburg, confessed 


that he had committed a robbery at the 
Langhorne station, and went to the Peni- 
tentiary for two years. 


Joseph Adams, who threatened to clean 


out all the inhabitnats of New Britain 
township, went to jail in default of bonds 
to keep the peace. 


Cornelius Vanwyngarden, of West Rock- 


hill, was fined $5 and costa for assaulting 
Prank Smith, a neighbor. 


John Roman, a boy who appropriated 


some clothing at Hagaman's store, at 
Kushland, was sent to the Reformatory. 


Charles King, a Northampton farmer, 


was fined $5 and costs for assaulting an 
Indian boy. 


Gottlob Green, proprietor of the Mt. 


Pleasant hotel, in Hilltown, was acquitted 
of the charge of selling liquor to minors. 


Barclay and William Kenderdine, father 


and son, the former proprietor of the Tem- 
perance House, in Hilltown, a well-known 
innkeeper, were acquitted of the charge 
of keeping a gambling house. It was

shown that several young men congregated 
at the hotel, where they sometimes played 
cards for oysters and mild beverages. In 
ohareing the jury the court defined what 
constitutes a gambling house, and stated 
that the law was not intended to prohibit 
games of a social character or competi- 
tion for prizes such as are devised ai 
church fairs and similar functions. Half 
the costs were imposed on the defendants 
in the case referred to as a reminder to 
them that they should desist from having 
young men make the hotel a loafing place. 


Franklin and Jennie Allen, who were 


convicted at a former term of the offence 
of obstructing public justice during an 
investigation into the Edwards murder, at 
Jamison, and -who were granted a new 
trial, pleaded guilty upon this occasion, 
and were fined $10 and costs. The costs 
will be quite heavy. The court stated that 
the oase would be a lesson to the people of 
the community, who had entirely too 
much to say concerning the rights of the 
officers who conducted the inquiry. Mrs. 
Allen is a sister of the murdered woman. 
She destroyed the latter's diary, which, it 
is believed, might have furnished a clue to 
the murderer. 


The case of John G. Preston, the Tard- 


ley editor charged with libel, was settled; 
also the case of George W. Ott, of Doy- 
lestown, charged with assault and battery. 


On Wednesday the court heard testimony 
in relation to the bond of the Bristol & 
Bridgewater Railway Company to deter- 
mine the amount that should be fixed to 
protect the property holders over whose 
land it is proposed to construct the road. 
The Negus and Gaw properties were the 
ones under consideration. After hearing 
various estimates concerning the damage 
likely to occur and the value of the land 
the court direted the company to • file a 
bond of $7,000 to protect the Gaw prop- 
erty ; $1500 to protect two people having 
a life interest in the Negus estate and 
J4000 to protect the estate.

These returns 
include all deaths from June 1, 1899, to 
May 31, 1900. 


The Census Jlurenu in order to obtain a 


uniformity of statement in the returns 
recommended .1 form of schedule to be 
adopted by each locality. 


The form in use in Bristol very neaily 


conformed to t hat required by the Depart- 
ment, nnd required but slight additions 
to supply all of the details desired for cen- 
sus tables. 


The returns 
for 
tho year ending 


May, 
31, 1900. give 114 deaths in Bris- 


tol, excluding stillbirths. The popula- 
tion of the borough being over 7100,makos 
the death rale 16 to the 1000. 
This 


should be considered a very satisfactory 
showing of the healthfulness of our bor- 
ough.

tal statistics it rapidly enlarging all over 
the country, the returns made for the 
twelfth census can hardly fail to be more 
complete and leliable than ever before ob- 
tained.

Tha Church That Advertised. 


The First DniverBalist Church in Bev- 


erly, Mass., began last October to adver- 
tise its theology. 
The pastor, in the 


Church Economist, describes the methods 
pursued, and the results obtained.

tive beliefs before the people of the city. 
Each week for about four months we took 
from ten inches to half a page in the Sat- 
urday evening edition of the Times. An 
almost half-page description of our church, 
its organization and its work constituted 
the opening article.

Short articles followed stating 
our beliefs in regard to God, the Christ 
and Immortality. Longer articles were 
prepared and circulated as tracts. Rea- 
sons for contributing to the support of the 
church, even if one did not attend, were 
given.

Ohuroh were suggested. The benefits of 
the Bible school were dwelt upon and pa- 
rents were urged to, send their children 
to the First Universalist Sunday school. A 
special series of doctrinal sermons were 
arranged to follow the advertising and full 
reports of the sermons were printed in the 
papers. 


Results—Our church and our theology 


in a few weeks became the best known in 
the city. The advertising was novel in 
this section. People talked about it. The- 
ological discussions were frequent in the 
streets and in the shoe factories. 
Uni- 


versalist literature was called for and thou- 
sands, yes, tens of thousands, of pages 
were distributed. Tbe church was filled

The bor- 
ough council has made attempts to induce 
Steels to place settling tubs at their es- 
tablishment, the same as other factories 
have done, but the effort has been without 
avail.

For over thirty years these women have

down again and again. Among the strong- 
est opponents have been the very men who 
were most eager to plunge the country in- 
to a war to obtain this same concession 
for a little handfuhof Englishmen on for- 
eign soil.

others in the power which it confers, is 
resolutely withheld.

VALUABLE PEBBLES. 


Freoiona Stonev That Come In the 


Form of Gravel. 


Did you ever search for unusual peb- 


bles? Nearly everywhere there are semi- 
precious stones to be found in the com- 
mon gravel, but few people kuow how to 
look for them, Bays the Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 


Jasper is red, mottled with every color 


of the rainbow, but not transparent; 
carneliun is red, of many shades, trans- 
parent; chalcedony is white or gray, 
transparent and rather soft; rock crystal 
is white and transparent. 
Make your 


pebbles wet, hold them up to the light, 
and, if you can see through them, they 
are, according ti> color, carneliun, chal- 
cedony or rock crystal. 
If there are no 


flaws, these pebbles are worth cutting for 
ornaments. 


Now, if the pebbles are banded black 


and white or brown end white, with the 
white bands transparent, that is onyx, a 
valuable stone used for cutting into cam- 
eo gems. If the pebbles are banded in 
red, white, gray or any other colors, they 
are agate. Some agates are banded of a 
dozen different kinds of precious stones, 
others are like clear glass, with beautiful 
mosslike or treelike markings, and moss 
agate is worth money. Jet is a soft, 
opaque, black stone, which' was_pner the 
sap of the pitch pine, bat has turned Into 
a fine variety of canncl coal. 
Fragments 


of fossil pine trees are always found 
with the jet. Hundreds of tons are used 
for mourning jewelry. 


None of these ttones are so precious as 


the topaz. 
Pebbles of topai may be 


known because they are very clear yel- 
low. 
The darker kit/ds are known as 


smoky quartz. 
Another class of lovely 


gem pebbles are the common amethysts, 
ranging through every possible shade of 
purple and violet. 
Garnets appear as 


deep red, transparent crystals, stuck In 
the rock and looking at first -sight like 
the heads of rusty nails.

THE ARIZONA TEWKSBUHY3. 


Bxrlneerrd the »!<>•< Dem>erato Herd 


F«ad III tlie SoutlimeM. 


"The most desperate feud ever known 


in the southwest grew out of an attempt 
to graze sheep in Pleasant valley, in up- 
per Tonto basin, Arizona," says Captain 
J. H. McClintock in Ainslee's. "The not- 
ed Tewksbury brothers undertook the en- 
gineering of the operation. They succeed- 
ed. But when the sheep side of the con- 
troversy had forged to the front 82 men 
were dead. The casualties were not in- 
curred in pitched engagements. The fight- 
ing continued during a year or longer in 
the late eighties. It was done in Ken- 
tucky vendetta style. Most of the men 
who 'went over the divide* were ambush- 
ed on mountain trails and shot in the 
back. A Tewksbury household was be- 
sieged by a dozen members of the Gra- 
ham faction, the opposing party. When 
an old man, Al Hose, went out in the 
early morning for a pail of water, he was 
shot and killed within 50 feet of the door- 
step. And there the corpse lay unburied 
for three days in the full glare of the 
summer sun. The men within the house, 
stolid in their suffering from thirst, ap- 
pealed for permission to bury their dead. 
It was denied them. This is only a fair 
sample of the muuy atrocities that mark- 
ed the progress of the feud. The Pleasant 
valley war ended only when all the sur- 
viving combatants, together with most of 
their neighbors, were gathered up and 
ttfken to Prescott by a squadron of Ya- 
vapai county officers, headed by Sheriff 
William O'Neill, the same 
'Buckey' 


O'Neill who was killed before San Juan 
hill leading his troop of rough riders. A 
soothing influence wns also exerted by 
Sheriff Commodore Owens of Apache 
county, who caught four of the sheep fac- 
tion in a house at llolbrook. The four 
broke from the house by four different 
routes, through doors nnd windows, hop- 
ing to pot the sheriff by a divided fire. 
All alone he calmly started to pump his 
Winchester rifle, apparently heedless of 
the rain of leud. When be had finished, 
the four were dead, and the cool little 
sheriff had not a scratch. At the last only 
a single male of the Graham blood re- 
mained alive. lie gave up the fight and 
fled to the Suit river valley, where he 
married and settled down to a quiet farm 
life. While marketing 'his first crop of 
grain he wns shot from ambush ou the 
road to Tenipe. The deed was done by 
two unmasked horsemen, identified by 
two young women as Ed Tewksbury and 
his right hand man, John Rhodes. The 
latter was rather summarily discharged 
from custody by a justice of the peace, 
after a narrow escape from death at the 
hands of Graham's young widow, who 
hal brought her husband's trusty re- 
volver to the courtroom. Tewksbury was 
found guilty of murder in the first degree. 
But a sharp lawyer found that the clerk 
of the court hnd failed to enter the plea 
of 'Not guilty,' though the notes of the 
court stenographer showed the plea had 
been made in proper form; so the case 
wns twice retried with bung juries, and 
finally the prisoner was turned loose. I 
believe he is at present a constable at 
Globe Cuuip."
